Bout the time that Zamghorn was executed, I came 
acquainted with one Fiugh Maſon, a Vidtualler in 
Six Strand-lane near the Aay-pole, whoſe Houle I af- 
894 terwards uſed; and one time telling him I was en- 
= B& dcavour'd to be ſuborn'd to ſwear High-Treaſon 

SES . againſt Sir Francis Radcliffe, to whom I formerly 

AY ” was Page; and that Informations were ſent in my 

name to the Secretary of State, (neither my hand-writing, or by my 
conſent or knowledge) againſt the ſaid Sir Francis Radcliffe, neither 
did Iever (wear any matier againſt him: Maſon reply'd, Now is the 
time to make your ſelf, if you'll accuſe him, and 1] will draw up the Infor- 
mation againſt him ; And moreover, I'll warrant you a good ſum of money 
for ſo doing. Further, (aid he, I will carry y you to Sir William Waller, 
Dy. Oates, and the FE arl of Shaftsbury, will all of them give you 
good encouragement, Ec. But finding me unwilling, Ma r (ome 
rime deſiſted his importunities, until (afing his e) I became 
ſomewhat indebted unto himz whereupan he told me, If I would not 
conſent to draw up an Information, and accuſe the ſaid Sir Francis 
Radcliffe of High-Treaſon, that he would arreft me, and throw me ixto 
Priſon. Then I went to one Mr. Beret a Sword-Cutler, (an ac- 
intance of my Fathers) and defired him to go with me to the 

aid —_ and engage for what I was (or ſhould be) indebted, until 

my Father came to Town , which Mr. Bennet did at my requeſt, 
But before my acquaintance with Maſon, I had given Sir Francis 
Radcliffe an account by one Mr. Banks, how I was perſuaded, and 
endeavoured to be ſuborn'd, and become an Evidence againſt the faid 
Sir Francis ; Alſo [ (ent a Letter to II by the faid Mr. Banks, 
/ which

which was ſent me, dire&ed (as I think ) to my Lodging in Salisbury- 
Gourt, from an unknown hand, having no name to it, To the beſt 
of my remembrance, the words in the ſaid Letter were to this effett ; 
10 Meffire mee to-acenſe Sir Francis Radclitle of High-Treaſon, with promiſes 
of a gratuity , which Letter, I believe, remains {tj!] in the hands of 
Sir Francis. And having cleared his Honour to Mr. Banks, I thought 
I might ſake ou 1th the” afore; laſon{ tgfind out his 
villagous i pe defi! g0 up-ſtaifs with him, 
which did, and there again ke urged-me to draw upthe ſaid Infor- 
mation which he had endeayoured to Stborn me todo ; all which I 
conſented unto : Then he immediately took Pen, Ink, and Paper, 
| to draw up a Clargeyof High Freaſon againſt Sir Frangi 

chfe; whith Paper was notthat day much proceeded Lyon, Oy 
aſon of Cotnpany that eamexo his Houle, which "took him off his 
wicked deſign at that time : But ſome days after we proceeded fur- 
ther upon the ſame bufineſs, fo that at laſt we had finiſhed about a 
a ſheet of Paper containing all Treaſonable matter againſt Sir Srexcis 
Radckiffe, all the particulars I cannot well remember ; hut one parti- 

cular Was, \7hat Sir Francis Radcliffe ſhould have d: 


clared, that he 
would raiſe Ten Thouſand Men in Arms in the North of England, 
whereby to eſtabliſh the Popilh Religion iz 1his Kingdom : And during 
the, time 'of this tranſaction, he the ſaid Maſon did daily report wn 
his Houſe, tbat we were upon diſcovering a great Plot, which would 
be.the making of Us that were concerned therein: And within a 
day or twoafter, he deſired me to go up Stairs with him again, And 
Difbate to bir roms, o he drew up the ſaid Treaſonable Paper (which he 
had fallly contrived againlt Sir Francis Radclifſe) in a more Legible 
Hand; which1I did, and whilſt we were about it, the ſaid Maſon's 
Wife came upſtairs to us,; at which he was diſpleas'd, and bad her 
go down; ſhe reply'd, 1 believe I ſhall ſee you in Newgate for your 
Plotting- contriving-tricks and Kognery 3 (aid he, Damn you for a Bitch, 
how dare youtalk ſo im pudently to DofGor Oates and ( aptain Bedlow ? 
(meaning himielfand me 3) And after this Treaſonable Paper of his 
contrivance was finiſh'd.. Maſon would never let me reſt till I went 
with him to Sir Francis Radcliffe's Lodgings 3 I defired to know .of 
him what we ſhould do there ? Dammyos (aid he) we will how hin 
the Paper, and if does not give us Moneys, you ſhall Swear againſt him : 
Accordingly I did go with him into Holbours, and there ſent tor one 
Mr. Selby, Steward to Sir Francis, who immediately came to us ;, 
call'd him into the Back-lide, and told him, that I had the Copy of 
the Treaſon, which Maſon endeavoured to Suborn me to Swear 
againſt his Maſter Sir Frencis Radcliffe 3 he defired to ſee it, but T.am 
not certain whether did let him ſee it, or not; but Maſon would 
not let me fend it over to Sir Francis, but go with it my, (elf 5 at 
which Mr. Selby went over, telling me, he would ſend: for\me im- 
mediately 3* and when he was gone, the ſaid Maſon Swore he would 
go over with me; I ask'd him for what ? I#hy (aid he) to ſee Sir 
Francis, that'T may know him, for by God((aid he) if he does not give 
You

ou Money, we will both Swear againſt him : But notwithſtanding his 
ptr did not ſuffer him to 4 over, but went my (elf, and ſent 
the (aid. Treaſonable Paper up to Sir Francis by one Mr. Radcliff 
Sir Francis's Kinſman; | tarry'd there for ſome time, till near night, 
there being ia company one Mr. Nichols a Taylorito Sir Francis, who 
came to take his leave. ot that Family, being within few days to go 
out af Town : And drinking « Glals of Wine with them, I declar'd 
before the whole Company, that I knew no ill of Sir Frencis, but 
that it' was: a contriv'd and deſign d thing by ſome ill perſon or per- 
ſons to put me upon the Swearing the ſame : Upon which, after ſome 
ſhort ſtay, Itook leave, and went to (ee for Maſer at the Alehouſe 
where Left him 3 but he being gone trom thence, I repaired to his 
Houſe-;| who (aid (as ſoon as he Ew me) I am glad you are come 
Mr. Teal, Thad thought they had Murthered you, becanſe you tarryed ſo 
3 But that's not the buſimeſs, bave you gotten any Money from 
Sir Francis? (ard he 3 Ireply'd, I had nct, tor his Honour was en- 
*. gaged with ſeveral Perſons of Quality that came to take their leaves 
of him before he went out of Fown, which prevented me from 
- ſpeaking with him at that time, but was ordered by Mr. Radcliffe bis 
Kinſman to come again before Sir Framcis took his Journey into the 
North; (aid Maſon, That's very well, we will be ſureto mind him ; and 
if be goes ont of Tonn and not 21ve you a good Gratnity, we will fetch hine 
ack in the Devils name: Thus it continued for (ome days, until 
Sir Francis was gone his Journey ; and | hearing of it, told Maſor 
the ſame 3 who (wore bitterly, That he would have hin back in few 
days, if 1 wonld be ruled by him, and go immediately to Sir William 
Waller, and be ſworn tothe ſaid Paper : But I put him off with (ome 
pretence or other for that time z telling him, that it would look 
more like malice than matter of FaQ, to accuſe Sir Fraxcis fo ſoon 
after his departure. | 
In a ſhort time after my Father came to Town, which was about 
St. Tames's-Tzde in the (ame Summer, and paid the ſaid Maſox what 
1 was Indebted unto him 3 upon which, Maſon delilted from urgin 
me to Swear againſt Sir Francis Radeliffe ; until about Michaelma 
following, I then became Indebted to him a ſecond time, my Father 
having kf his Houle, finding him to be an Il-principl'd man, my 
Father telling me, that was the cauſe that he refrain'd the ſaid Mzaſox's 
Houſe 3 Maſon perceiving the ſame, was much diſſatisfied, telling 
me, that now I mult look to my (elf, For (Damn me faith he) Te 
not truſt you for a Farthing more, beſides I will Arreſt you for what you 
owe me already too + Upon which | ask'd him what he would have me 
todo? I by (laith he) go with me to Door Oates, and 1 will give 
hin the Taper, and tell bim that I heve one that will Swear toit ; at 
which {(aid Maſon) you will be call d in to the DoFor, but do not be ti- 
morons (aid Majon) and diſegrate me, but ſtand to it, and Swear it, 
and then it will be your making : And ſeeing him fo forward, I con- 
ſented to go with him'to Whiteball to Dr. Oater's Lodging, to whom

Francis amp ; Which the Do@or had no ſooner read, but ask'd if 
I was the perſon that would Swear to it? to which Maſon reply'd,

the L obby by the Conncil-Chamber, the DoGory (ent in, and immediate- 
ly the Earl of Shaftrbury came out,andthe DoFor gave him the _ 
which his Lordſhip read, and going towards his Coach at Whitebell- 

«te, his Lordſhip ask'd where the perſon was that would Swear to 


Ir > to which the DoFor replyd, He's here my Lord ; and then the 


DoFor recommended me to his Lordſhip, his Honour beir Ls 
to defire me to come in the Afternoon to his Houle in ate- 


fFreet, where he would diſcourſe me ; upon which I promiſed his 


Lordſhip I would, and fo took leave, and the Door bad me not 
fail to go according to his Lordſbips appointment, whatever I ne- 
glected elſe ; further telling me, I might be made by it : Ipromiſed 
I would certainly be there ; (Maſon all this while ſtanding at a di- 


ſtance) I went to him, who asked me how it went ? I told him the” 


Earl of Shaftsbury defired me to come to his Houle in the Afternoon, 
and there he would diſcourſe me z upon which Maſon was very well 
ſatisfied, and Swore, Damn him, that if I did mind my 7 bufieeſ I 
ſhould be made for ever : After which, we went to his Houſe, where 
we had a Dinner, and there he told his Wiſe (with great rejoycing) 
that we had doneour bufineſs, For (faith he) We have been with the 
Earl of Shaftsbury and Door Oates, and in the Afternoon My. Zeale 
muſt attend his Lordſhip at his Houſe by his own : Towards the 
evening I went to his Lordſhip's Houſe, but Maſer could not go 
with me, by reaſon of ſomeextraordinary occaſions of his own that 
hindred him 3 and coming to his Lordſhips Houſe, I had not been 
long there, but Doftor Oates and Collonel ſel came in ; the 
DoFor ſeeing me, went in to his Lordſhip as Ihmagitte, and ſoon 
after came out to me, and told me his Lordſhip w y bulie, And 
therefore (faid he) I would have you come again a day or two hence, 
and then you'l be ſure to ſpeak, with my Lord: But (ſaid Door Oates) 
cannot you get one more that was of Sir Francis Radclitie's Family to 
Swear to the ſaid Paper # | told him, I thought I could, (though 
really I could not 3) He reply'd, If you could do that , it wonld be ex- 
cellent Service; Ando I took leave of him, and repaired again to 
Maſon's Houſe, who was very earneſt to know how I had proceeded , 
] told him I could not ſpeak with the Earl of Shaftsbury, for Dr, Oates 
ſaid to me, he had fo much company with him, that it was impoſ- 
{ible to ſpeak with his Lordſhip that evening, deſiring me to come a 
day or two hence; at which Maſon (wore Damn him , he believed 
] had received Money of his I ordfhip, and would not tell him : Upon 
which, I proteſted to him I had not, but muſt attend a day or two 
hence: He not believing it, ſaid, I will ſee the truth of this) for I 
will go with you my ſelf : 1 reply'd, with all my heart 3 and the Satur- 
day tollowing we both went into Alderſgate-fireet ; and coming to his 
Lordſhips Houſe, he was not within 3 ſo we went to an Ale-houſe 

hard 
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hard by, and tarried till we underſtood his Lordſhip was come in, 
when going to his Houſe, I ſent up my name, and was immediately 
conducted into his Lordſhips preſence up one pair of ſtairs, where he 
ask'd me (everal queſtions, (viz.) What Religion I was of ? 1 anſwer'd, 
a Proteſtant. He alſo ask'd me, What Friends I bad in Town? 1 told 
him, wy Father 5 To which his Lordſhip reply'd, bring hin to me. and 
then 1 will diſcourſe Ton further. After which I took my leave, and was 
condutted down ſtairs by a Gentleman, (Maſor ftanding all the while 
at the Chamber.door, and ſeeing me diſcourſe with his Lordſhip.) 
When we came out of the Houſe, Maſox asked me what News 2 I told 
him, his Lordſhip had order'd me to bring my Father to him; He 
reply'd, I will perſwade your Father to go with you, and will tell hine, 
that you will have twenty Guineys of the Earl of Shaftsbury 5 and this 
(aid he) will certainly induce him to go with you. Being come ro Ma- 
ſon's Houſe, he there openly declard we had been at the Earl of 
Shaftsbury's, and that I was lighted up ſtairs to his Lordſhip, as if I 
had been a Perſon of Quality, and he would warrant I ſhould have 
Money plenty as ſoon as I was (worn ; telling his Wife, that he would 
have his Room two pair of ſtairs hang'd for me, and that I ſhould 
both Lodge and Dyer in his Houſe, (or words to that effe&.) This 
being Saturday-night, we defilted until Monday following, when we 
both went over towards my Fathers Lodgings near St. George's Fields; 
and as we went along, he told me, that after I had begun with Sir 
Sir Francis Radcliffe, I (ſhould accuſe the Duke of 7ork, and the 
Lords in the Tower 3 and (aid he) let me alone to contrive and draw 
up ſuch Informations againſt them, a« ſhall bring you 5nto great favour 
with the next Parliament, or words to that effe&t; So drawing near 
my Fathers Lodgings, Maſon delired me to walk in the Fields, whilſt 
he went in and ifourſed my Father; which did, (but whether I - 
went in or not, I cannot well remember;) however, Maſon tarry'd a 
conſiderable rime with him, as he informed me, though I judg'd he 
would have but an indifferent anſwer to what he propoſed. At I h 
he came, and told me, my Father had promiſed to be at his Houſe that 
day; vr_ſpeedily after; that being all the diſcourſe we had at that 
time, we parted, I going towards and he towards his own 
Houſe. Some days after I ſaw my Father, who ask'd me what was the 
reaſon 1 ſent that fellow to him (naming Maſon) upon ſuch accounts 
as he offered ? telling me moreover, that if 1 did not refrain Maſon's 
company, and evil pradices, he would never look upon me. Maſon, 
(faid my Father,) was ſo impudent, in the g_ of my Landlady, to 
deſire me to perl[wade you to ſwear againſt Sir Francis Radcliffe 3, tel. 
me you ſhould have Twenty Guineys of the Earl of _— as 
ſoon as you are {worn. In anſwer to all which, I told my Father, that F 
had left the ſaid Maſon's houſe, and alſo refrained his company, which 
in truth I had done. And this (tothe beſt of my knowledge ) was the 


ſole contrivance of the ſaid Maſon. 
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All the before-mentioned Information I had drawn up againſt the 
faid Maſon, with an intent to have diſcovered it during the fitting 
of the laſt Parliament, but was perſwaded to the contrary by one 
Mr. William Lewis, and one Mr. John Haytor, (then both Priſoners in 
the Marſhalſea for Debt, as well "_ ſelf ) who both told me, tho' 
the thing was really true, and that Maſon had endeavoured toſuborn 
me, yet the Parliament would take no notice of it, becauſe it was in 
vindication of a Roman Catholick 3 whereupan I burnt the ſaid In- 
formation, and defiſted until now; only I declared in general to 

uftice Rich and Juſtice Reading above two youre ſince, that My 

d endeavoured to ſuborn me, but did not declare to them in what 
nattre or particular. | 

About Chriſtmas following, my Father had a Warrant granted him 
to be Purſer to one of His Majeſty's Ships at Chatham, to which Im- 
ployment he repaired, and took me down with him, where I conti- 
nued for ſome months z but having no like]yhood of getting any Pre- 
ferment there, and hearing of the Earl of Ofſory's going as General 
for Tangier, I got leave of my Father to go*to Loxdon, and make 
what intereſt I could to go with his Honour in that Expedition, and 
thereby endeavour to raiſe my Fortunc, there being no probability 
of AGion here: To which my Father conſenting, I accordingly 
came to Town about the latter-end of Jaume, or beginning of July ; 
but I had not been long here, e'r the i]] News of the Earl of Offory's 
death was generally confirmed, which put me to as great a Joſs as 
ever ; for having contracted ſome Debts, I was arreſted for the ſame, 
and thrown into the Marfhalſoa, where I became acquainted with 
the before-mentioned Mr, William Lewis, who nnderſtanding how I 
_ been tamper'd with to ſwear High-Treaſon againſt Sir Francis 

adcliffe, and had been with the Earl of Shaftsbury concerning the 
ſame, he was very defirous to be my Bed-fellow, which in a night or 
two he accompliſhed, and continued in my Room till his enlarge- 
ment, In few nights after he came to be my Bed-fellow, he began 
to tamper with me concerning the Earl of Shaſtsbury ; telling me, if 
I would accuſe his Lordſhip, he would ſend to thoſe that ſbould ſoon 
procure my liberty,and alſo ſupply me with Moneys ; in which time 
I found him to be a notorious Papiſtz yet, through his many per(wa- 
fions, Idid conſent to the drawing up of an Information againſt the 
Earl of Shaftsbury; whereupon one morning the ſaid Lewis came to 
my bed-fide, and brought me Pen, Ink and Paper, deſiring me to 
draw up an Information according to my own ſenſe againſt the ſaid 
Earl; which I accordingly did, containing one fide of a ſheet; and 
when it was done, he defired to ſee it; I gave it him; he readit, 
and told meit all fignify'd nothing 3 Put (faid he) 1 will go and draw 
3t up in another kind of method, and you ſhall copy it with your own hand; 
for (aid Mr. Lewis) 1 have ſent for a Gentlewoman to come to me, and 
have aſſured her in my Letter that there is a Gentleman my (Bed-fellow) 
that can diſcover ſtrange things _ the Earl of Shaftsbury z and 1 


ane certain as ſoon as fhe recerves my Letter, ſhe will come with all expe- 
. dition 
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dition to us : Therefore (ſaid he) let #s make what fpred we cau to get it 
ready ; which accordingly we did. Within a day or two after, there 
came two women, and 8 Foot-boy with them, and enquired for him, 
(as he told me.) When they were gone, I ask'd him who they were ? 
he laid, one of them was Mrs. Cefier, and the other Madam Holsby ; 
and not long after there came.a Gentlewoman, (which proved to 

the ſaid Madam Holeby ) who deſired to have it atteſted under my 
hand, that the Paper that was given to them againſt the Earl of Shaftſ- 
bury at their laſt being there, was true ; ing me alſo to give uf- 
der my hand that I would (wear to it ; all which Mr. Lew perſwa- 
ded me to do, and I did give under my hand that I would ſwear 
it, Then Mr. Lewis told me we ſhould ſoon be releaſed out of Pri- 
ſon ; and not lung after the ſaid Paper came with an addition to it, 


_ and written by another hand, being brought by one Mr. Daltor. 


Mr. Lewis then defired me todraw it up with my own hand as fair as 
I could - I reply'd, there was a great deal more ſtuff inthat, than was 
in the other which was ſent them : O— That's no matter, 
as long as it is for our e& ements; by which perſwafions I at length 
ned. Akon —_ done, doe Dinos hneps for it, and took 
it away 3 but not long after he brought it again, and told me I muſt 
ſet my hand to the bottom of every fide, which I did, Some weeks 
after, this contriv'd Paper was ſent to the Secretary of State, (as 1 
afterwards heard ) without my knowledge or conſent 5 whereupon 
Mr. Fanſhew, one of the Maſters of Requeſts, and another perſon 
with him, came tothe Marſbalſea, and enquired for me 3 when came 
to him, he defired me to goup with him into a Room, and according - 
ly I went ; (which Mr. 's percerving, and _ jealous, (as he 
afterwards told me) came under the window, liſtened to our 
diſcourſe.) Mr. Fanſhaw pull'd the ſaid Paper out of his pocket, and 
defired to know of me if it was my hand, or whether I would own 
it ; 4 told him I would, and would alſo ſwear it when I ſhould be 
thereunto required ; upon which he departed ; and when they were 
gone, Mr. Lewis came to me and told me in theſe words; Now 
Mr. Teal I dare truit my life in your hands, for I find you are true to your 
Truft ; farther telling me, that he heard every word that paſs'd be- 
tween Mr. Fanſhaw and my ſelf z the nextnews I heard, came a Meſ- 


ſenger with an Order of Council for me to be brought up the [Vedneſ- 


day following, which was accordingly done; but I was not call'd in 
at that time, but ordered to be brought upthe next Council day, and 
ſo I was carried up five ſeveral times 3 And being brought back from 
the Council un-examined, Zewis urged me to ſwear to the ſaid Paper, 
taking a Glaſs of Beer and drinking to me, wiſh'd eternal damnation 
both to Soul and Body, if he did believe the Duke of 7ork to be inthe 
leaſt concerned in any contrivance againſt the Xing or Governweet, 
but that he did believe it to be a contrivance of the Earl of — 
bury, DoQtor Oates, and others, on purpoſe to bring His Royal High- 
nels into dillke with the People, ec. And the laſt time I was carried 


up, I writ into the Lord Precedent, declaring that it was the yo 
ime 
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time | had attended there, bnt could not be examined, and therefore 
delired his Lordſhip that I might be call'd in and examined, ſo that I 
might diſcharge my Conſcience in declaring the truth of what I then 
knew, and if I had been then admitted I had declared Mr. Lewis's 
evil Practices in what I knew at that time 3 which Note I Writ to his 
Lordſhip in the preſence of Mr. Glover (now Marſhal of the Kings- 
Bench :) And about this ſaid time there came a perſon to Mr. Thomas 
Warens the Clerk of the Marfhalſea, and ſent for Mr. Lewis, who went 
out, and when he returned, he told me 1t was Madam Holeby that ſent 
for him, and that ſhe had given him five Shillings for us to drink ; 
withall told me, I ſhould not tarry a day in Priſon. The ſaid Mr. Le- 
wis wouldnever leave me night nor day, but was ſtill urging me to 
ſtand toit, and not to be daunted, but aver it to be truth when I came 
before the Council; he did alſo offer to inſtru me againit I came to 
be examined, ſaying one night in the Bed to me, come Mr. Zeal, ſup- 
poſe I now was Lord ( hancellor, and you beſore the Ring and ( ouncil 
to be examined. What do you know againſt the Farl of Shaftsbury ? Up- 
on which I pretended my (elt {leepy, and would not anſwer him to any 
ſuch impertinent queſtions 3 Then he ſaid I would not remember three 
words of the ſaid Papers; (Which I never intended) but the firſt time 
that I ſhould be examined, I reſolved to declare the Authors of the 
ſaid Papers; and that it wasall falſe and fictitious, which I did declare 
upon Oath before the King and Council, the Lord Mayors day at 
night, during the laſt Parliament at Weſtminfter ; but Mr Lewis de- 
fired me not to declare that he had any'hand in contriving the ſaid Pa» 
pers againſt the Farl of Shafisbury, which at that time I omitted ; 
But now declare that the ſaid Mr. Lewzs was the firſt and chiefeſt con- 
triver and ator in it, and the only man that perſwaded me continual- 
ly to ſwear toit : And when the Parliament fat at Weſtminſter, he 
found that Mrs. Celiers and Mrs. Holeby did not ſupply him with mo- 
neys as he expected, he reſolved to Jay the contrivance of the ſaid 
Paper wholly upon them, which he did, as appears in his Narrative, 
and at that time I was much indiſpos'd, and told one Sir Edward 
Butler (a fellow Priſoner for Debt, and then in my Chamber,) that 
Mr. Lewis was an ill man, and endeavoured to Suborn me to (wear 
falſe things, and if I knew how to ſend for a Magiſtrate or two, [ 
would declare the truth of what I knew: to which the ſaid Sir F4- 
ward told me, that he would ſet down the day of the month, and 
what ] had told him concerning Mr. Zewjs, and that he would juſti- 
fy the ſame upon Oath if ever required ; And Sir Edward Butler ailo 
deſired me to write to lome Juſtices of the Peace, to come thither, and 
take my Information, which I did ; and ſoon after eame one or two 

uſtices, but Mr. Zewis and Mr. Haytor being in conſultation in Hay. 
tors Chamber, and underſtanding what had dpne, they came down, 
and told the ſaid Juſtices it would not be a proper buſineſs for them 
to concern themſelves in, there being ſome Members of Parliament 
appointed to come and rake my Examination; and Mr. Zewjs and 
Mr. Haytor defired me notto.declare one word to the ſaid Juſtices ; 


upon 
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upon which they took their leaves, and look'd upon it as an affront; 
(as 1 was inform'd ; ) and that night came other Juſtices and'exami- 
ned Mr. Zewis and Mr. FHaytor, who told me he was by : This faid 
Haytor was him that writ Mr. Jewy4's Information and mine, that we 
gave in to the laſt Parliament at Weſt winſfter ; and the next day came 
Juſtice Rzch and Juſtice Xeading, and took my Information alſo up- 
on Oath; and after they were gone, Mr. Lewis told me, that (now 
Mr. Zeale ) we may expe to be call'd before the Houſe of Commons 
ſpeedily 3 This continued for ſeveral days, inſomuch that Mr. Lewis 
began to doubt whether there would be any notice taken of his In- 
formation, or notz And one Morning about three of the clock he 
wak'd me, and ſaid Zeale, here # no notice taken of ws you ſee, but in 
every days Votes of Parliament there is Addreſſes made for Danger- 
field, and others, for their F ardons and Allowances; Therefore ] muſt 
diſcover ſomething that is greater, or elſe we are like here to continue : 1 
ask'd how or what he would contrive ? let me alone for that, ((aid he) 
you ſhall ty in the Morning betimes to Mr. Haytors Chamber, and tell 
him that I did diſcover to you firange things about three of the clock , in- 
fomnch that I wonld not let you reſt until 1 had revealed it z But (aid 
he) take no notice that ] krow of your going #0 Haytar, but pretend you 
came unknown to me. and then (laid he) Haytor will certainly write to 
the Earl of Shatisbury immediately after you have told bim what I cax 
diſcover; Then I ask'd him again” what it ſhould be? He replyed, 
that one of the | ords in the Tower would have hired him to have kill 'd 
the King : 1 ask'd him what Lord it ſhould be ? He teplyed, do not 
you tel/ Haytor his name. but it ſhall be the / ord Arrondel of Warder, 
for he is the remarkable" man of them all, he's ſquint ey'd, and hath a 
Wart on his Noſe, and 1 have ſeen him ſeveral times at the Tennis-Court, 
therefore he ſhall be the man that 1 pitch upon, and Þ'l warrant you, this 
will fetch me np before either 1he F'onfe of Lords or Commons; if Hay- 
tor ſhould ark you why] had not diſcovered this before in my firſt Infor- 
mation, tell him, (to ſham him,) that ] donbted my Tt ardon, and that was 
the reaſon, which will ſatisfy him well enongh to believe it's true; And 
in the Morning I did riſe, and go to Haytors Chamber, and told him 
as aforeſaid, not taking the leaſt notice to him that the ſaid diſcovery 
was falſe, and contrived by the ſaid Mr. Zew# ; upon which the faid 
Haytor replyed, that he doubted the truth of it, yet notwithſlanding 
(laid he) I will write to the Farl of Shaftsbury of it, ſo it will be a 

ſervice to the Proteſtant Party ; the laid Hayter did accordingly 
write to the Earl of Shaftsbury concerning the ſame, and ſoon abies 
there came an Order from the Houſe of Lords for Mr. Lewis to be 
brought up 3 which accordingly he was, whereas he told me he 
ſwore the ſame ; and withal at the ſame time ſwore, Damn him, what 
was an Oath ? It was only laying a mans Hazd on a Book and kiſſing it; 
upon all which, I have taken the blefſed Sacrament according to the 
uſage of the Church of Exgland, the fourth day of February laſt, as 
will appear by my Certifitate, that all this is falſe and Fiftitious, and 
contrived on purpoſe to get his enlargement. Some time after he was 
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called before the Houſe of Commons, where he delivered his Informa- 
tion in writing, and the 19th. of November I allo delivered my Info- 
rmation in writings And within few days after he ſold his Narretive 
to one Mr. Combs a Coffee-man in the City for 504. which money, 
(or part of which) procured his Liberty; I remaining ſtill a Priſoner 
till near Chriftawas, and upon the 5th. of November there came a 
Letter tothe Marſhalſeas direfted to Mr. Lowman the Keeper, which

ſaid Dangerfield made it his general practice to-utter falſe Coyn for 
ſeveral years before, for which he had been ſeveral times Impriſoned, 
and ſuffered the Law : and during my continement I writ to Sir Ed- 
mundbury Godfrey, declaring my condition, (who was my very good 
Friend, as I can very plainly prove, ) he came to me in Priſon, to 
whom I declared my condition, upon which he was pleaſed to give 
me ſome Money, and told me withal, that if I could procure Bail, he 
would ſend me my Diſcharge ; which I did do, and he- accordingly 
ſent it me by a Gentleman; (a Friend of mine) and my Frieads not be- 
ing thenin Town to (upply me with Moneys, 1 was forc'd to tarry till

charging the Witneſſes 5 and that the King endeavoured to take the Odi- 
um from the Papilts, and caft it upon the Presbi teri-ns: He allo decla- 
red, . That the King daily endeavonred to enfl rve the Nation with Popery 
and Arbitrary Government, and put Sheriffs and other Officers upon 
the City of London, contrary to {. aw, to ſerve his turn, compliſh 
bis deſigns againſt the Presbyterians. At Which 1 replyed, you tike 
large meaſures of talking Treaſon; ſaid he, We that are Evidences 
have advantages above all other People, for we way ſpeak Treaſon, and 
not fear being call dio queſti by the ( ourt for it 4 for if they ſhould take 
any of our [ ives away, the Parliament would cenſure, that they did it 
on purpoſe to flifle our Fuidence concerning the Popiſh Plot > Rut (aid 
he) I am ſorry for Sheriff Rich, that he be made wſe of as a Tool to 
evva__ their ends : Furthe aying, That Sheriff Rich bed been « 
good BenefaFor to him ; but he Jeared he would be ſwing d uhen a Parlia- 
ment ſat: For in a former Kings reign there were ſeveral Cl 
ted, and he boped to to ſee ay,maxy Nobility and Tudges go to Pot when 
ever « Parliament ſat; and, That his helping band ſhould not be wanti 
therein. 4, Such hke Treaſonable words were the general diſcourſe 
he uſed in my Company, but I cannot ſay that ever any other perſon 
heard him talk (o largely ; neither do I know direQly or indirectly 
what any other perſons have Sworn againſt him, About the latter-" 
end of ſeptember he told me in Salicbury-( owrt, That Ludlow would vie> 
dicate their Charter as London did , ——— the Marqueſs of 
Worceſter had ſo great an Intereſt in that Town, yet he could not prevail 
with them to ſurrender their Charter to His Majefty. - Alſo 7.ewis told

Mr. Lewis was very iumportunate with me to go into 
the Welt of Fagland, (where 1 was born and brought up) on purpoſe 
to incenſe the factious (ort of people againlt the King's proceedings, 
and ſtir them up to a Rebellion ; telling me, That he would go into 
Wales, and do the like there, and alſo ſupply me with moneys ſor my 
journey, in order to the ſame ; But I retuled to meddle in any ſuch 
matter. Moteover, Mr. Lewis hath divers 11mes told me, That if ever 
the Court ſhould take away bis life by Law, he would kill more at his death 
then ever be could living : lask d him why he (bould fear his lite being 
taken away, unleſs he had deſerved it? O& ( (aid he) there is ftowt 
ſwearing on all ſides: 1 reply'd, You know that by experience ; at 
which ſaid, It was 45 impoſſible for 4 man to ſwear any thing that did 
wot pleaſe the Parliament, «s #r was to row a Boat through London: Bridge 
againſt Tide, tho' a man diſcovered nothing but the real Truth; and again, 
on the other fide, if the greatei# Rogue in England ſhould come in, and 
diſcover any thing againſt the Papilts, though it be mever ſo falſe, he ſhall 
be believed, and accounted an honeſt man : Ton may ſee it by Mr. Tur- 
bervilez when he accuſed the Lord Statiord, be was accounted a Demy- 
God in the City » but when he came to accuſe the Earl of Shaftsbury, 


About the beginning of OFober laſt, was ſent for to the Greyhound- 
Tevern 1n Fleet-ftreet, where a Conſtable told me, He had a Warrant 
againſt me, which | willingly obey'd, (there,being Mr. Smith, and 
ſeveral in the Company, that ſaid Mr Lewis was at the ſame time
